Anattemptto remove Sawaged 
failed at the last senate meeting 
with a vote of 12-8 and 3 absten- 
tions. 

The motion for his removal was 
brought up under old business. 

Sen. Jody Steiner made the 
motion to reconsider removing 
Sawaged. 

“T wanted to bring it back up 
because of some things I’ ve heard 
and more information I’ve gotten,” Steiner 
said. 

Chief Administrative Officer Polly Faltin 
said in a Saturday afternoon phone interview 
that according to Robert’s 
Rules of Order, a senator

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Sorority-Sponsored Easter Egg Hunt Draws 750 ©

The annual 1996 Easter Egg hunt, sponsored by Chi 
Omega sorority and 103.7 FM/ KXKT brought together ap- 
proximately 750 people at Elmwood Park Saturday. 

“It was a great turnout,” said Mark Kazor, an on air 
personality at KXKT. “Last year we had about 500 people, 
and this year we have more than 700 people.” 

By 10:30 a.m., lines of parents and children had formed 
around three designated ‘egg hunt’ areas in the park, divided 
according to age. Still, more eager children and parents were 
trickling in from nearby parking lots. 

The smallest area was designated to children between the 
ages of 0-3, toddlers between the ages of 4-6 were inaslightly 
larger area, and children between 7-10 years of age were 
designated to a section that appeared like a vast open space in 
comparison to the other two. 

Most of the younger children, who seemed amazed at the 
number of people, hovered close to their parents, while some

In October, Faltin issued a new policy for agency direc- 
tors, stating that purchases over $40 need to be approved by 
either the CAO or executive treasurer. 

Sawaged made three purchases. without getting proper 
approval: software for $89.69; a sound card, speakers, and 
AC adapter for $144.45; and a coffee maker and mug for 
$64.21, Faltin said before the senate March 28. 

At that meeting, Faltin also said that after she became 
aware of the first purchase, Sawaged was put on probation 
from his budget, meaning that he could not buy anything 
without the approval of Faltin, Eden or Student Government 
Secretary Margaret Bayless. 

Atthe April 4 meeting, Faltin said that at the time she put 
Sawaged on budget probation, she was not aware of the other 
two purchases for the sound card or the coffee items. 

“If Thad known about all three (purchases)” Faltin said, “It 
would not have been probation. The violations were too 
significant for such moderate action.” 

Faltin said she had made a strong recommendation for his 
removal at the previous meeting. 

David Morgan, a senior majoring in interdisciplinary 
studies said in defense of Sawaged, “This is a learning 
process. Sometimes someone may not make the use their best 
judgment. He’s been put on probation and hasn’t done

After the meeting, Sawaged said “All the issues this week 
were the same exact issues that were brought up as last week.” 
He said that the voting was personal and that it was not based 
on facts. 

Ina Saturday afternoon phone interview, Sawaged said he 


Kazorsaid more than 2000 eggs were distributed this year.

“This isn’t a race thing,” she said. “He violated state 
statutes. The entire senate was upset that he brought up the 
race issue.

Faltin said the entire senate was shocked by the suggestion 
of racism. In a Saturday afternoon phone interview, she said, 
“How do you address a race issue when there is no foundation 
for it? I was extremely offended by that comment. We were 
stunned and we were just incredulous. The four primary 
issues discussed were more than enough to remove anyone. 

“T wish he could just admit to making a mistake,” she said, 
“He has way too much to offer to blame this on race.” 

Faltin said that she still likes Sawaged as a person, but that 
she would not be doing her job if she hadn’t brought him up 
before the senate. af

In Paul Mazursky’s new comedy “Faith- 
ful,” Cher, Chazz Palminteri and Ryan O’ Neal 
form an odd trio of disturbed housewife, hit 
man and philandering husband in a too long, 
only partly funny comedy about marriage 
and murder. 

Cher, after a long hiatus from the movies, 
is Margaret, the manic depressive wife of 
unfaithful workalcoholic O’ Neal, wallowing 
in a depression of regret in a wealthy 
Westchester estate. Enter hardened, yet re- 
flective, hit man Tony, played by Palminteri 
(who also adapted the script from his own 
stage play), who claims to have been sent by 
O’Neal’s character to murder his wife for the 
insurance money. 

Cher and Palminteri make a formidable on 
screen team. Both are strong-willed actors, 
and the bulk of the film relies on their rapport 
and battle of the sexes dialogue to make it 
work. Here, the film is clearly recognized for 
it’s staged narrative with nearly the entire 
film taking place in the rich estate, with Cher 
tied to a wheeled chair and Palminteri her 
captor. The dialogue is largely one-on-one 
and long-winded. 

Palminteri’s character, the morally strug- 
gling assassin, is clearly the most “interest- 
ing” of the three. He is a killer dealing with 
the death of his sister at his unintentional 
hand, while his gambling addicted therapist 
(director Paul Mazursky) pushes him towards

a life resolution and hopefully a quantitative 
redemption for his crimes by not following 
through with his latest job. 

The film’s core, Cher and O’Neal’s dis- 
solving marriage, is played well, and semi- 
believable to the point where it almost be- 
comes a low key “Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?” parody. I never really bought Cher 
and O’Neal’s marriage, and it is never ex- 
plained why Cher’s character suffers from 
her perplexing depression. 

As Cher and Palminteri get acquainted, 
both dealing with the other’s problems in a 
bizarre therapy session, it’s all played for 
laughs. All the while, it looms that Cher will 
likely be killed by Palminteri, so she releases 
her regrets and her inhibitions. After unsuc- 
cessfully attempting to seduce Tony, she ac- 
cepts her imminent death with minimal 
struggle. She does, however, grow manipula- 
tive, shaking Tony’s confidence as a profes- 
sional and doubting himself to the point where 
he no longer knows exactly who hired him to 
kill her —- O’Neal or Cher herself, as a form 
of easy suicide. 

The pace is at times too slow for a film that 
never really knows what itis after the first act, 
hit man/victim gimmick wears off. Exactly 
what “Faithful” wants to be is never made 
clear -black comedy, “Scenes From a Mar- 
riage” parody, or relationship/marriage sat- 
ire? Nevertheless, Palminteri’s dialogue is

ideas about marriage vows and sexual rela- 
tionships. 

Butthestory seems awkward. Notenough 
plot inhibits the diminutive script to effec- 
tively carry the film beyond the primary 
premise. How many two and three character 
scenes can one film have without risking 
cinematic claustrophobia? Only a handful 
of real key scenes escape the home, and none 
are integral to the plot. 

Cher is a good enough actress, although I 
don’t agree that she’s the great American 
actress she or some critics thinks she is for 
the wife role. 

O’Neal, in his own return of sorts from 
movie doldrums, is adequate as the philan- 
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dering, louse of a husband. Palminteri is the 
one that really sinks his teeth into his role. In 
easily the film’s funniest character, 
Palminteri’s hit man is maybe not entirely 
realistic but his is a funny role played tongue 
in cheek in what seems like typecasting 
(Palminteri played similar roles in “A Bronx 
Tale” and “Bullets Over Broadway.”) 

The film’s conclusion holds many twists 
and turns and Mazursky’s phone shtick gar- 
ners occasional laughs, but it’s the film’s 
dialogue that carries, while not enough to 
really recommend, “Faithful” as only a faith- 
fully mediocre film. 


‘Girl 6’ is Rich Addition to 
spike Lee’s Movie Resume —

Spike Lee’s films are always difficult to interpret. At 
times, Lee’s films are artistically driven brilliant works of art 
like “Clockers” that demonstrate his greatness as a film- 
maker. Sometimes they are overly stylized messes of politics 
and weak characterization like “School Daze.” 

“Girl 6” is more of the former than the 
latter and Lee’s first major film to scriously 
deal with the black female experience is a 
nice change. 

‘ Theresa Randle stars as an aspiring New 
York actress forced to take a job at an upscale 
manhattan phone sex service to survive and 
ultimately fund a trip to Los Angeles. Girl 6, 
as she’s recognized throughout the film by 
her phone name (in fact we don’t learn her 
name until near the end of the film), is a 
bright, attractive, gifted and yet unmotivated 
actress. 

After refusing to “perform” for an egotistical Hollywood 
director (Quentin Tarantino in a self parody cameo) with a 
topless audition, and being let go by her agent (John Turturro) 
Girl 6 only takes the phone sex job. 

The “job” offers Girl 6 an opportunity to perform, to re- 
create herself as whoever or whatever her callers want. The 
film is really about female role playing, personal boundaries 
(or lack of them) and the realization of self identity in.the 
search for fulfillment in this woman’s life. Girl 6 only wants 
to give love to her callers, to be the perfect fantasy for her 
“men.” She is emotionally lost, without self esteem. She 
delves into her “work,” distancing herself from every real 
person in her life, including her sport memorabilia collecting 
neighbor Jimmy (Lee) and her ex-husband, Her bizarre 
group of callers become her life. 

The film deals with the ability of many women to abandon 
their “selves” for giving; to become whatever in “needed” as 
asubstitute for “being.” Girl 6 finds the emotional power she 
lacks in her personae and professional life in her phone sex 
occupation. She grows addicted to the power of self creation 
she extracts from her callers, the confidence, the ability to 
please and be needed by her callers as if to compensate own 
lack of self love. 

“Girl 6’s” plot is keyed by odd gimmicky flashbacks, in

Lee’s traditions of non-linear point making, Girl 6 flashes 
into classic scenes from Carmen Jones, a Foxy Brown-like 
parody ina 1970’s black exploitation parody and “Jefferson” 
television sitcom parody including Lee. All serve to further 
reinforce the film’s central metaphor: Girl 6 has only that 
identity which is what she can become for her 
callers, As her charming, kleptomaniac ex-husband 
(Isaiah Washington) re-enters her life hoping to 
patch things up, she uses her newly found seductive 
powers and then pushes him away. Her ability to re- 
create herself becomes her primary “relationship” 
and her addiction to phone sex her only identity. Her 
own self destructive spiral is realized only after she 
is forced to deal with the abusive fantasies of a 
psychotic caller who knows who she is and where 
she lives, causing her to flee and ultimately re- 
structure her life. 

“Girl 6” is really a superbly subtle little film that 
Lee has directed. His central character is the strongest female 
character he’s put to film since “She’s Gotta Have It,” while 
not having written the character of the script himself might 
have something to do with it. Lee’s use of character and 
dialogue as the film’s narrative structure works well and the 
plot is not as heavy-handed politically as many of his previ- 
ous films. Lee’s direction is always defined by his ability to 
manipulate the camera to keep his story moving , yet still he 
is given to self indulgence. The urban realist feel of his subtle 
imagery of sparse emotional isolation is quite effective. 

The cinematography by Malik Hassan Sayeed, who has 
worked with Lee before, is nearly flawless with a grainy, 
cinema verite like video feel. Suzi-Lori Parks’ script is 
dialogue driven and not as sexually explicit as one might 
imagine for the subject. The real star is Randle, who appeared 
in last years “Bad Boys,” in what Lee has called his vehicle 
for this highly attractive, talented and largely unheard of 
actress. 

“Girl 6,” although somewhat transitory, in conclusion and 
guilty of narrow plot, is forgiven with it’s fine cast (including 
cameos from Madonna, Tarantino, Turturro, Richard Belzer, 
Peter Berg, Naomi Campbell and Debi Mazar) and great 
dialogue. Not for all audiences and perhaps not one of Lee’s 
best films, “Girl 6” is a good, rich little film,

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New Album Shows Guitar Side of 
stone Temple Pilots

In the two years since “Purple” was released, the Stone 
Temple Pilots nearly split up due to arguments. Vocalist 
Scott Weiland formed a side project called the Magnifi- 
cent Bastards, and Weiland was arrested for possession of 
cocaine. After a lengthy departure from each other, the 
band regained their early strength and tried to build on it. 

The band’s third album, “Tiny Music. . . Songs From 
the Vatican Gift Shop,” released on Atlantic Records, has 
a little different feel to it than its prede- 
cessors. The band explores the guitar 
side of themselves and finds some stimu- 
lating ideas. 

Weiland also takes a break from his 
brash, harsh vocals to mix in some whinier 
vocals more reminiscent of his two re- 
leased Bastards’ songs. 

The first single, “Big Bang Baby,” 
has been receiving radio play for the past 
few weeks, and is very catchy. “Sell 
your soul and sign an autograph/Big bang 
baby, it’s a crash, crash, crash,” Weiland 
rants about the abuse the media pushes 
onto the entertainer. He further explains 
when the Pilots signed their record deal, 
their personal lives went up in flames. 

“Pop’s Love Suicide” again touches 
on the idea of selling your soul to the 
record company and the millions of fans, 
but with a different side, possibly stem- 
ming out of an artist’s death, like ex- 
Nirvana singer Kurt Cobain. 

In “Tumble inthe Rough” Weiland weaves the speed of 
the music in with his bold vocals to emphasize how serious 
his problems with the band and drugs really were. 

The Beatlesque “Lady Picture Show” is exactly how it 
sounds. This song could have been an overlooked hit on 
any of the British legend’s albums, but works better here 
in-between the harder-edged songs STP has built their 
reputation on. 

A little lounge music strikes the listener when they least 
expect it in “And Sol Know.” This song helps to convince 
the listener there is more to STP than the “Plush” and “Big

STP returns to a more natural 
form with “Adhesive,” a challeng- 
ing song, where the music wants to 
burst out from its slower form into a 
rage, similar to the style the Pilots 
used with “Interstate Love Song” 
off “Purple.” 

The chorus in “Ride the Cliché” 
is very catchy, but the rest of the 
song is even more of a departure 
from normal, as Weiland gets his 
point across without using frag- 
mented lyrics. 

The last song on “Tiny Music...,” 
“Seven Caged Tigers,” has a groovy 
feel working throughout. It is asong 
that is easier to pass by than to stand and ponder. 

“Press Play” and “Daisy” are respectable instrumentals 
added to help the flow of the album. 

This is not a usual Pilots album. The band brushes with 
several different styles, trying to keep themselves fresh 
and they pull most of them off.

The particulars would, of course, be at the 
university’s discretion. For example, park- 
ing meters currently bring in $.25 per hour if 
you use quarters, $.05 per ten minutes other- 
wise. Student permits are $17.50 per semes- 
ter. The meters could mean upwards of $2,500 
per day. Permits, if university overselling 
policy holds true, would generate literally 
millions of dollars per semester. Hyperbole 
aside, the permits could be reasonably esti- 
mated to bring in almost $20,000 per semes- 
ter.
